The Jirst witness to take the stand

L-.-.itli a dispatch from the secretary of 
)wvy informing him that "all of the de-

presence of the Spanish squadron at San- 
tiago"'which dispatch lie had declared 
had never reached him and therefore ho 
tal never seen it or heard of it until re- 


i-cntlv, Admiiv.l Schley corrected this 
portion of his testimony by stating that 
iieilhiT his Hag lieutenant uor his sec- 
iclary had ever seen tho dispatch nor 
remembered it. He had previously in- 
eluded his first lieutenant in this state- 
ment. 
Referring to 
Ms testimony re- 


garding the rceonnoissance of May 23 he 
changed his statement that "fifty if not 
more shells, passed over the fleet," ta 
read that "a number of shells parsed 
over the licet." He: also changed his evi- 
dence concerning suspicions movements 
in the harbor of Santiago July 2, to 
read that "before diirk 1 noticed in the 
harbor a good-deal of smoke coming up.'' 
The ollicial record he said made him say 
that he saw the smoke after dark. 


Coming to his answer to a question in 


reference to his order sent below during 
the early part of the battle to "stand 
bv to ram," Admiral Schley emphasized 
his former Testimony 
by stating that 


"there was distinct attempt to ram on 
the part of Hie Mnria Teresa. Admiral 
Ci'rveVii's llag.--hip, nnd the Vizcaya yes- 
terday." 
He also reiterated 
his confi- 


dence in the Brooklyn's speed by stilling 
that "with one engine and all the, boiler 
power" she could have gotten np nil the 
speed that was needed." 


Admiral sMilcy 
also corrected 
his 


statement .regarding his visit to the flag- 
ship New I'ork when he had made" his 
preliminary report of the battle of July 
;) to Admiral- Sampson. The record, he 
said, did not make the nniiter quite clear. 
'The admiral .-aid 1o me," continued wit- 
ness, "I hut 1 had omitted a very impor- 
tant detail, which was to state that the 
New York was present." 


Admiral Schley then referred to his 


conversation with Admiral .Sampson re- 
garding his instructions about not bom- 
barding fortifications :\s'follows: 


".I .ought to mention, in connection

OBITUARY. 


Felice Walter Deacon, one of the moat 


highly respected citizens of this city, a 
widely known lodgeman and man promi- 
nently identified in business and social 
circles, died at his home, 703 T,ake ave- 
nue. at 10:30 o'clock Sunday morning, of 
tuberculosis, aged 34 years. 


Deceased .had been suffering from the 


effects of the disease for nearly a year. 
About six months ago he and his wife 
visited Thomasville, Ga., for the benefit 
of Mr. Deacon's health.

Lynch, botli of whom went through the 
Cuban campaign as newspaper corres- 
pondents. Mr, Richards was on 
the 


press boat Premier and testified concern- 
ing the interview with' dipt. Sigsbee, 
while the latter was in command of tlio 
St .Paul'off Santiago in May, 1898. Mr. 
Lynch was on the Somers N. Smith and 
was called to relate, his recollection of 
Captain 
Sigsbee's communication 
to 


that boat concerning their Photographer 
Hare, and Correspondent Scovil already 
has testified. 


The first witness to take the stand 


today was Captain Sigsbee, formerly of 
the St. Paul, who. was recalled for. • the 
purpose of reviewing his former testi- 
mony. Admiral Schley also was called 
for this purpose and his statement occu- 
pied a good portion of the time of the 
court. His testimony in chief occupied 
five days and a.s many of his statements 
were made off hand, there were innum- 
erable changes to be made, as wclF as 
some additions. .During the day 
Capt'.

partment's information indicated the

He also changed his evi- 


dence concerning suspicions movements 
in the harbor of Santiago July 2, to 
read that ''before.dark I noticed in the 
harbor a good-deal of smoke coming up." 
The official record he said made him say 
that he saw the smoke after dark. 


Coming to his answer'to a question in 


reference to his order sent below during 
the 'early part of the battle io "stand 
by to ram," Admiral Schley emphasized 
his former {eatimony . by stating that 
"there was distinct attempt to ram on 
the part of the. Maria Teresa, Admiral 
Cervera's flagship, and the Vizcaya yes- 
terday." 
He also reiterated his confi- 


dence in the Brooklyn's speed by stating 
that "with one engine and all the boiler 
power'' she could have gotten up all the 
speed that was needed." 


Admiral Schley also corrected liis 


statement -regarding his visit to the flag- 
ship New York when he had made* his 
preliminary report of the battle of July 
3 to Admiral- Sampson. The record, he 
said, did not make the matter quite clear. 
"The admiral said to me," continued wit- 
ness, "that I had omitted a very impor- 
tant detail, which was to state that the 
New York was present." 


Admiral Schley then referred to his

•property owners by elevated railroad 
tracks, where no question of grade 
crossing is 'concerned, 
compensation is 


denied to property owners, no matter 
the grievous injury.

1, the 
first of which states that " a- severe at-' 
tiick was made on the rear guard of Ben- 
son's column about twenty miles north- 
west of Bethel, near- Brakenlaagte, dur- 
ing a thick mist. The strength' of the 
enemy is reported to have been 1,000. 
They rushed, two guns with the rear 
guard, but it is uncertain whether they 
were able to remove them. 1 fear our- 
casualties were heavy. 
Benson was 


wounded." 


The second dispatch contains a report 


made by Colonel Barter, who was sent 
from the constabulary line on Thursday 
to relieve Colonel Benson, when the dis- 
aster was first reported. He reached the 
column early 1-Yiday morning without 
meeting with, opposition. He found Col- 
onel Benson had died of his wounds, and 
that Lieutenant 
Colonel Guiness, one 


major, three captains and three lieuten- 
ants had been killed, and three captains 
and ten lieutenants wounded. The oth- 
er casualties were as stated above. Col- 
onel Barter says that the fighting with 
the rear guard was a close quarters and 
was maintained with great determination 
by both sides. The Boers suffered se- 
verely, but no available'estimate of t'lieir 
losses has yet been received.

/Tribune Washington correspondence: 
General Miles' change of front on the 
canteen' question is gratifying "to his. 
e:heinjJes in the army, and some of them 
arc "making the most of it. The an- 
noiincement .'o£ Miles' position .in .the 
matter previous to the publication of his 
an mini report has, on the other hand, 
angered 
General 
IMJles. The:-;'-temper- 


ance people who have been fighting the 
canteen have already made the most of 
the new position assumed by the Lieu- 
tenant General. They have" circulated; 
blanks for signature to the effect that 
the signer agrees with General Miles that 
the present law, which prohibits the op- 
eration of the canteen, should be kept 
on the statute, books. 


(General Miles in 
his 'annual report 


says that the desertions in the army 
have decreased aiid-that dissipation and 
drunkenness have not been in evidence 
as much as when the canteen was in 
full operation. His view 
is bound to 


have considerable influence with congress 
but the other'-oflicevs in the army, not- 
ably Adjutant General Corbin, do not 
agree with Miles in his conclusions. The 
adjutant general omitted all mention of 
the canteen irom^his report, but his of- 
fice has been busily engaged for some 
months in accumulating iacta and fig- 
ures showing that the 
canteen is a 


worthy institution and that-it should be 
re-established in the interests of morali- 
ty, in the army. 


These statistics show for instance that 


since tiic canteen was abolished no less 
than 300 cheap grog shops and gin mills 
have grown up in the vicinity of army 
garrisons. It is to these'places that the 
adjutant general's office can-show that 
the enlisted men have been driven and
